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DETAILED ACTION 
Examiner's Comments 

1 . This action is in response to applicant's appeal brief received 8/9/2004 and a subsequent 
phone interview on 9/14/2005. After review of the appeal brief, it was apparent that applicant's 
invention was directed towards a novel method of delivering household cleaning and detergent 
consumer products rather than broadly directed to a delivery system having little or no reference 
to any structure and wherein the actual product being delivered received little patentable weight. 
The changes below reflect the invention of a novel product delivery method, specifically a 
method of delivering household cleaning and detergent consumer products. 

Examiner's Amendment

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to anticipate or show in combination a product delivery method wherein household 
cleaning and detergent consumer products are delivered in bulk to a retail site comprising the 
steps to manufacture the household cleaning and detergent consumer product at a manufacturing 
site, fill the household cleaning and detergent product into a bulk reservoir, transport the 
reservoir to the retail site, and transfer the household cleaning and detergent product contained in 
the bulk reservoir to individual storage containers at the retail site for retail to the consumer. All 
pending claims are now allowable over the prior art of record.
